OUT OF TRUCKEE. 


R ejoicings Over the Signing o f the 
C hinese B ill—The D istrict 
Fairs—Etc.

M e r c e d , October 1st.—Democrats and 
Republicans rejoiced together on the re­ 
ceipt of the glorious news of the Chinese 
exclusion bill receiving the sanction of the 
President, thus becoming the law of the 
land, and rem oving from our country the 
blighting curse th at has 
hung over it 
the past thirty-eight years. The Republican 
and Democratic artillery were brought out, 
and placed side bv side upon the railroad 
reservation, in the center of the town, 
where in thunder-tones they belched forth 
the glad tidings in one hundred rounds, 
calling the people together from miles 
around to join in expressions of joy and 
gladness at the final settlem ent of a ques­ 
tion which has for more than a quarter of 
a century puzzled statesm en, and vexed the 
great men versed in international law to 
invent a plan which would relieve the na­ 
tion from this long overhanging incubus. 
Peace now reigns supreme. 
' 


F r e sn o , October 1st.—Upon the receipt 
of the news that President Cleveland had 
signed the exclusion bill the greatest ex­ 
citement prevailed. 
The streets were soon 
filled w ith people discussing the matter. 
Cannon were brought out. and a continual 
roar has been kept up all afternoon. To­ 
night a procession was formed, composed 
of Republicans and 
Democrats, which 
m arched through the 
principal 
streets 
am idst the greatest enthusiasm . 
Y r e k a , October 1st.—Republicans and 
Democrats are highly pleased with the ap­ 
proval of the Chinese exclusion bill, as 
fears of a veto were experienced. This 
settles the issue for this election. 


^ M a r y s v il l e , October 1st.— A salute was 
fired here this evening in celebration of the 
passage of the Chinese exclusion bill. 
St. H e l e n a , October 1s t.—The news was 
received here this afternoon of the signing 
of the exclusion bill, causing m uch re­ 
joicing am ong citizens. 
During the even­ 
ing the occasion was celebrated by the fir­ 
ing of anvils. 


Co l u sa, October 1 st.—The town is re­ 
joicing to-night over the signing of the 
Chinese restriction bill. 
Anvils are firing 
and bonfires blazing. 


S a n t a R o sa, October 1st.—An open-air 
meeting was held to-night by the Demo­ 
crats to ratify the signing of the exclusion 
bill by President Cleveland. 
Many prom i­ 
nent Democrats made speeches. 


S is s o n , October 1st.—Bonfires are burn­ 
ing and anvils are being fired in honor of 
the signing of the restriction bill. 


R e d B l u f f , October 1st.—The Demo­ 
crats are holding a meeting in celebration 
of the anti-Chinese 
bill 
being signed. 
Flags are flying, salutes fired, and consider­ 
able enthusiasm exhibited by the Demo­ 
crats, which is shared by Republicans. 


S a n R a f a e l , October 1st.—The news of 
the signing of the Scott exclusion bill has 
created unbounded enthusiasm here. 


N a p a , October 1st.—T he citizens are rati­ 
fying the signing of the exclusion bill to­ 
night by bonfires and music.

T r u c k e e, October 1 st.— The eight China­ 
men were in town this morning, notw ith­ 
standing the request of the citizens. 
Each 
of the Mongolians wanted pay for his 
property, and the citizens subscribed money 
enough to buy the five frame buildings at 
the prices asked by the Chinam en. 
T his afternoon a large concourse of peo­ 
ple marched to Chinatown and proceeded 
to tear down the buildings that were pur­ 
chased. No other property wes harm ed, 
and no Chinamen were injured cr even in­ 
sulted. 
Five Chinamen 
leave to-night 
never to return, and they go of their own 
free will and accord. The ether three re­ 
m ain till to-morrow to dispose of their 
property. Citizens are bidding lively on 
Chinatown lots and buildings. The utm ost 
order prevailed to-day. 
A stranger representing him self as a rela­ 
tive of Oliver Lonkey, of Verdi, was de­ 
tected in the act of setting fire to a China- 
house, and only saved him self from lynch­ 
ing by his sudden disappearance. 
Lars Turgeson, a Norwegian, suspected 
of selling liquor to Indians, was given 
until to-morrow noon to leave the town, 
and the same notice was served on a negro 
nam ed Lewis, for a like reason. 
W hite men guarded Chinatown lastnight 
by order of the committee, to prevent vio­ 
lence. 
\ uen Chung Jan, the leading Chinese 
property.holder, was tried and convicted 
to night of giving opium to au Indian. 


I R R I G A T E D L A N D S . 


O p in io n s o f a F r u i t S h ip p e r a n d a P h y s i­ 
c ia n o n t h e S u b je c t.

M a ry sv ille , October 1st.—The expedi­ 
ency of irrigation for valley orchards and 
vineyards, and also as a means ot convert­ 
ing grain fields into fields of alfalfa, is un­ 
der discussion in Y uba and Sutler. 
In a 
letter w hich the Appeal will publish to­ 
morrow from P. E. Platt, of Sacramento, 
President of the California F ru it Union, 
and an experienced fruit shipper, he says: 
"The broad statem ent is frequently made 
that irrigated fruit will not stand shipm ent 
to the East as well as that which has been 
grown w ithout 
irrigation. 
Experience 
does not justify this statem ent in the 
least. 
On the contrary, it is frequently 
found that grapes, for instance, which are 
thoroughly well irrigated stand shipm ent 
very m uch m uch better than grapes grown 
in other localities which are not irrigated. 
The sam e is true of peaches, plum s, pears 
and other fruits. 
I know of no rule which 
can be adopted which would be safe in all 
cases, but am inclined to believe that as a 
general thing shallow soil should be well 
irrigated, and 
deep, 
heavy 
land—un­ 
less 
very 
near 
the 
river—should 
be 
irrigated; only to the extent necessary to 
force the size of the fruit and make it m er­ 
chantable. 
I have in m ind a peach orchard 
grown on this kind of land which is not 
irrigated until about three weeks before the 
fruit is readv to gather. 
W ater is then 
freely applied, and the fruit is forced to a 
good size, and yet stands shipm ent very 
well. Of course it goes w ithout saving that 
all foothill and m ountain fruit should be 
irrigated, to get the best results.” 


d r . t y r k k l l ’s v ie w s . 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, of Sacramento, Secre­ 
tary of the State Board of H ealth, expresses 
him self as follow s: “ In regard to tne irri­ 
gation of dry lands, the first eflorts at im ­ 
provem ent are invariably followed in this 
country by increased 
prevalence 
and 
virulence of the m alarial influence, which 
subsides only after a period of continued 
cultivation. 
Irrigated 
soil, 
after it 
Is 
cleared and upturned, would immediately 
furnish num erous outbreaks ot fever, and 
for a tim e at least prove unhealthy in a 
general sense. The history of malarial 
levers proves that any interference with 
the natural vegetation of the soil is likely 
to induce an epidemic of m alarial disease. 
Drainage, if efficiently carried out, m ust be 
the most potent m eans of lessening this 
m alarial influence, and as a high state of 
cultivation was attained, so m ust the ten­ 
dency to fever lessen, the living vegetation 
in the progress of its growth destroying the 
poisonous germs on which the fever is sup­ 
posed to depend. In parts of the State 
where irrigation is carried out, with suffi­ 
cient drainage to prevent the soakage of the 
soil, no ill effects are experienced after cul­ 
tivation has attained a fair degree of devel­ 
opm ent.”

Edward Green was arrested this afternoon 
for assault to m urder and for carrying oiF 
a ballot-box and destroying the ballots. 
Green is said to be the*man who led the 
attack on the polls on Greenwich street and 
hurled a lightc-d lam p at the Inspector. 
The H astings Law School re-opened this 
afternoon and Judge McKinistry entered 
upon his duties as Professor. 
The revenue 
statistics for September 
show an increase in the sale of stam ps in 
all lines except for cigars, cigarettes and 
tobacco, which shows a m arked decrease 
from the same m onth last year. 
The Democratic County Committee this 
afternoon heard protests against the elec­ 
tion held on Saturday and ordered new 
elections in several precincts. 
Captain W . L. Merry, A. S. H allidie, J. 
B. Stetson and other m erchants interviewed 
this afternoon express themselves pleased 
w ith the action of the Republican Conven­ 
tion calling for 167 business men to assist 
them in their deliberations. 
They say the 
movement will be attended w ith the best 
results. M erry said: " I f this m ovem ent is 
in good faith, no respectable Republican 
will refuse to serve.” 
The Citizens' League has selected Charles

dent signing the bill. 
Then they went to 
M etropolitan H all, where the meeting was 
addressed by Grady of New York. 
Archie 0. W agner, aged 12 years, son of 
J. A. W agner, of 2505 Howard street, has 
been missing since Saturday last. 
The Supervisors have, by resolution, de­ 
clared that Rich street, on the land on 
w hich the Southern Pacific will build its 
depot, is a private avenue never dedicated 
to the city. 
The fire lim its have been extended so as 
include that part of the city where the big 
fire occurred recently.

1st.—China, or at 
least some of the official»1 of China, wish to 
retaliate for the A m eria ’-n Chinese restric­ 
tion laws by adopting law s prohibiting the 
im portation of A m erical' kerosene into 
China. 
The Viceroy of C’anton has ad­ 
dressed a mem orial to tlie Em peror, in 
which he arraigns kerosene as the greatest 
menace to the peace and pros perity of the 
Em pire. 
It burned up 400 houses in Swa- 
too not long ago, he says, an d before that 
destroyed a steam er and cost 800 people 
their lives. 
Soon afterward it b urned 1,000 
houses in Canton, and destroyed $10,000.­ 
000 worth of property. 
It is responsible, he 
says, for nine-tenths of the fires every win­ 
ter in Canton, and declares that it has done 
incalculable injury to life and property ; 
that it is worse than opium , being most 
swift and terrible in its deadliness, and that 
it lias almost destroyed the native industry 
in peanut, colzea and bean oil. 
On account of its evil deeds, the Viceroy 
says, he did his best last year to kill the 
trade in kerosene by raising the inland 
transit dues on it, but the fell destroyer 
was too subtle to be driveu out by this 
process, and that the evil was increasing, 
rather than dim inishing. 
Therefore the 
Viceroy now petitions the throne for aid in 
his struggle w ith a foreign trader who, 
under the guise of friendship, insists on 
profiting him self by introducing an article 
highly injurious to the welfare of China. 
The Viceroy points out that there is no 
difficulty in putting an end to the baneful 
traffic, because the treaty of 1881 with 
America makes provisions to lim it Chinese 
im m igration to that country on account of 
competition w ith Chinese labor being ob­ 
jectionable and injurious to their interests. 
We have an equal right to prohibit the im ­ 
portation ol kerosene, when it is injurious 
to us. The law that nations have the right 
to protect their own interests and prevent 
iüjury being done to their people applies 
to Doth countries alike, if there be any 
justice, and when either Government acts 
on that principle no objection can be raise 
by the other. 
The Viceroy, therefore, formally requests 
that a stop instantly be put to the im ­ 
portation of kerosene.

THE EXCLUSION BILL SIGHED. 


The President has signed the Chinese 
restriction bill. Since it is a fact that the 
bill was an Administration measure, it is 
difficult to see how he could have done 
otherwise than he has. That it will cut 
any especial figure in the campaign so far 
as to assist Mr. Cleveland to re-election, or 
to lessen the probabilities of the election 
of Harrison and Morton, which is now as 
nearly an assured fact as well as can be 
before the the polls are closed, we do not 
believe. 
On this coast there is no division 
of opinion among parties as to the need for 
such a measure as that just approved. 
The present hill, while originating with 
the Democratic House, was passed by the 
Republican Senate, and when Democratic 
Senators sought to reconsider the action ot 
that body, Republican strength prevented 
them from doing so. W hile there is gen­ 
eral rejoicing upon this coast that the hill 
has become a law, there is also surprise 
that the President should advise Congress 
to appropriate $270,000 to be paid over to 
China as salve for supposed hurt she has 
received by res sou of injuries Chinese in 
this country may have suffered at the 
hands of some of the people. 
The logic of 
paying to China tin* sum provided for iu 
the treaty she has refused to ratify is not 
understandable, and will not meet with 
the approval of this coast. 
If any claims 
for indemnity are made, they would pre­ 
fer that they should be specified and 
proved, and the facts ascertained in each 
case. 
They have a moral conviction that 
if the sum recommended is paid over, not 
one cent of it will ever reach any Chinese 
who may have been the victims of injustice 
in the United States. 
As it is probable, or at least to be hoped 
that this Scott bill is the culmination 
of the Chinese question, it may be profita­ 
ble to glance at the history of past anti- 
Chinese and pro-Chinese legislation. 
In January, 1852, Governor McDougal, 
Democrat, advised this State in his annual 
message to adopt a policy, in the disposal 
of tule lands, that would promote the im­ 
migration of Chinese laborers, 
lie went 
further and extolled the worth aud dwell 
upon the desirability of the new immi­ 
gration. 
In the Legislature of California in 1852 
a bill to legalize contracts for labor made 
in China was introduced by Mr. Peachy, 
and supported by him, Mr. Roach, Judge 
Hager and all the leading Democrats in 
tlie two Houses. Not long after that the 
Democratic majority in the legislature 
refused to pass a bill specially 
taxing 
Chinese. 
Judge Ilager, when in the legislature, 
introduced a resolution, that passed, to 
send a Commission to China to promote 
commercial relations. 
In the year 1852, 
also, a Whig introduced a bill in the Leg­ 
islature to place a head tax upon Chinese, 
and the Democratic majority tabled the 
proposition. 
In 1S56 the Democratic Legislature ap­ 
pointed a committee on the Chinese ques­ 
tion which reporter! that “the Chinese 
have done us no harm.” 
In 1859 John R. 
Akeiler, a Democrat, and Governor of Cali­ 
fornia, expressed to the .Stale gratification 
that China had “ been duly subjected to 
the law of nations,” because of the ratifi­ 
cation of the Reed treaty negotiated by 
the Democratic Administration of ['resi­ 
dent Buchanan. 
In 1862 Governor Stanford, the first 
11 spublican Governor of California, in bis 
first message urged the prohibition of 
Chinese immigration. 
W. H. Sears, a Re­ 
publican in that Legislature, offered a bill 
to protect white labor, but a bill to levy a 
miners’ tax took 
its place, 
and 
the 
Supreme Court declared it unconstitu­ 
tional. 
A later bill to levy a lax on all 
Chinese in the State was voted down by 
.the Democratic majority. 
IN lien the Burlingame treaty was ne­ 
gotiated, and Mr. Burlingame and the 
Chinese Embassy passed 
through 
San 
Francisco, Governor Ilaighl, Judge Ilager, 
General Rosecrans, aud 
other 
distin­ 
guished Democrats attended a banquet in 
their honor, where the treaty and the 
Embassy were extolled, and Mr. IJur- 
ligarne congratulated. 
In 1869 the Demo­ 
cratic Legislature refused to attach a con­ 
dition to a grant of tide lands, that the 
beneficiary should not employ Chinese. 
As early as 1861 a Massachusetts Repub­ 
lican, Mr. Elliott, introduced a billinCon- 
gre-s to prohibit the importation of coolies. 
The bill passed, aud was signed by Presi­ 
dent Lincoln. Senator Sumner, Henry 
Wilson, Senator Stewart and Mr. Sargent, 
ail Republicans, thereafter introduced bills 
and resolutions striking at coolie imimrta- 
tion and contracts for servile labor. 
In 1871 Mr. Cogblan, Republican, offered 
a measure in Congress to prohibit the im­ 
portation of “Chinese coolies and prosti­ 
tutes.” 
It became a law, Congress in l>oth 
branches being then Republican. 
In 187-1 
came the Page bill, and the same year and 
the uext President Grant urged upon Con­ 
gress the passage of laws to prevent the 
bringing in of Chinese coolies. 
In Janu­ 
ary, 1874, Representative Page, of Califor­ 
nia, Republican, proposed in the House 
the abrogation of the Burlingame treaty. 
In the same month came Senator Sargent’s 
bill, forbidding naturalization of Chinese, 
aud a resolution to modify the Burlingame 
treaty. 
In 1878 he secured the passage of 
a resolution looking lo negotiations for 
modification of the treaty, so as to exclude 
Cltiuese immigiants. 
Both he and Mr. 
Page had already, in 1876, offered bills to 
check the Chinese influx. 
in 1878 Representative Davis, of Cali­ 
fornia. Republican, proposed his tcn-pas- 
eenger li'.l. Two year 
before, under the 
actU■:> of Senator Sargent, Congress sent a 
Commission to this coast to examine into 
the C.iinese question. 
In 1879 the Legis 
lature of California memorialized Congress, 
t ..a Democratic, to grant the State the 


right to tax Chinese immigrants, but Con­ 
gress took no action upon the petition. 
The fifteen-passenger Act of Senator Sar­ 
gent was passed in 1879. President Hayes 
vetoed it because it contravened the exist­ 
ing or Burlingame treaty. Therefore, in 
1880, Congress authorized and President 
Ilayes appointed three Republicans—An­ 
gelí, Swift and Trescott—to proceed to 
China and negotiate a treaty upon which 
restrictive legislation might be based, and 
that was done. 
In 1882 came the Miller (Republican) 
twenty-year exclusion bill, which Presi­ 
dent Arthur vetoed because of the length 
of the term. 
Mr. Page then proposed the 
ten-year clause, and the bill passed aud 
was approved by President Arthur. The 
legislation since then is too familiar to the 
public to need recapitulation. 
It was 
more or less defective under interpreta­ 
tions of the Courts, the fraudulent certifi­ 
cate and “ prior residence ” obstacles be- \ 
ing found lo be almost insurmountable. 
One of the best and most forcible measures 
was a bill intr-.aluced iu 1886 in the Senate 
by Mr. Fair and iu the House by Mr. Mor- ! 
row. 
It came from the Committee on ¡ 
Foreign Relations with the approval of ! 
every member, General Harrison being an | 
active member of the committee, passed 
without a division, and being sent to the 
House was smothered in committee by 
Mr. Belmont, Democrat. 
l’he people are to lie congratulated that 
the influence of a Presidential campaign 
upon the aspirations of a Democratic can­

1 rom there on the line w as not fenced u n til 
w ithin about four years. 
Prior to 1871 nearly th e whole country was 
open and th ere were m any roads crossing in 
different 
oirections. 
N orth of th e Jackson 
ro a l, however, th e road continued and Is now 
open on the line of th e Thom pson survey from 
to e Jackson road to the old U augtow n orP lacer- 
vilic road. 
It is not claim ed by the plaintiff in 
the case th a t the records of the Board of Super­ 
visors are sufficiently com plete to show the es­ 
tab lish m en t of a road by proceedings of the 
Boa rd of Supervisors, but it is claim ed th a t the 
road should be opened because of the sam e 
h av in g been established by dedication. 
It is 
show n th at th ere is now a line tw enty-four feet 
w ide betw een th e lands of Mr. Sheldon and Mr. 
Mull, w here che $ ran t line crosses the Jackson 
road, but it is claim ed by those defendants th a t 
th e line w as not left open for a road, but be­ 
cause w hen the fences w ere built it was not 
ituow n exactly w here the line of the Thom oson 
survey ran. 
I h e testim ony in the case is interesting, from 
th e fact th a t the road being first traveled about 
on its present line since 185ii. it becam e necessary 
to establish the lines o f the two surveys by the 
m em ory of residents of th a t period, and on the 
p art of both plaintiff and defendants m any w it­ 
nesses have been introduced who have lived in 
th a t im m ediate neighborhood from the year 
1850 to th is day.

The experi­ 
ence ot the year has show n that this rate was 
too sm all to give the full am ount of revenue re­ 
quired lor the year’s expenditure, but w ith the 
aid of these transfers it lias been possible to 
m eet all obligations as they accrued w ithout 
resortm j to th e registration ol w arrants. The 
only exception to this fact is in the case of w ar­ 
rants draw n on t he general road fund, am ount­ 
ing to S . , 128, w hich have been issued to com ­ 
plete the paym ent of th e cost of th e new bridge 
across th e A m erican river at Tw elfth street, 
upon which am ount interest at 5 p ercen t w ili 
be payable from date of registration.

The am ount of the county assessm ent, $32 - 
7S3.615, as shown above, should be used as your 
basis in estim ating the collection of taxes, as 
the paym ent of the greater portion of those 
levied upon th e railroad assessm ents, is, to say 
the least, very uncertain. 
For th e general fund it w ill be necessary to 
provide sufficient revenue to repay the sum of 
$5 0 0, transferred to it in excess of’the am ount 
w hich it is owed by other funds ; also, a suffici­ 
ent am ount to defray the expenses accruing 
from the new system of reg stratiou recently 
adopted, and th e cost of the election to be held 
in November, besides about $7,<00 w hich it is 
estim ated to be necessary for the ordinary re­ 
quirem ents of the year. The receipts from col­ 
lections of license I estim ate to be 828,500 
The hospital lund will require a sufficient levy 
to produce a collection of about $36,000, beiug 
about $13,000 for the current expenses of the 
year, and $9,000 to cover the deficiency w hich 
w ill probably be existing Jan u ary 1, lss9. The 
sum of 86,000 is estim ated as the am ount to be 
received from the State during th e year as its 
proportion of the cost of m aintenance of our

For the school lund a levy of $25,812 is needed 
as show n by the report of the county Superin­ 
tendent, and in conform ity w ith Section 1817 
California school law. 
The rate of tax for road purposes mu.-t be '*e- 
term iued by your honorable Board in accord­ 
ance w ith the am ouut w hich it is desired to 
have expended during the year. 
The general ro id fund" is now indebted to 
the extent of $26,600, principally 011 account of 
th e unexpected necessity of building th e new 
bridge above alluded to, w hich ouly becam e ap­ 
parent after th e levy o f last year had been 
m ade, aud too late to provide for Us paym ent In 
full from th at year’s tax. As the ex) erts who 
exam ined into the necessity for the erection ot 
a new bridge reported th a t it was a m atter ot 
great and im m ediate em ergency, and th at the 
old bridge w as absolutely unsafe for further use, 
th e Board were com pelled to contract this In­ 
debtedness, w hich m ust, however, now be pro­ 
vided for. The levy for the road fund should 
be m ade to cover this am ount in addition to 
th at w hich m ay b e needed for other expendi­ 
tures, for the construction aud repair of roads 
and bridges. The am ount ot taxable property 
subject to road tax. exclusive o f the assessm ent 
on railroads, is $18,026,360. 
A lthough our county is rapidly increasing in 
w ealth and population, and the business of 
every departm ent o f the county governm ent is 
steadily becom ing m ore arduous, yet it is found 
upon com parison w ith the records of previous 
years th a t the expenses of conducting the 
couuty business have net m aterially grown. 
Aud I am of tne opinion that w ith the increased 
am ount of taxable property show n on our rolls 
it w ill be found possible to m aintain our low 
tax rate of the past few years and yet provide 
am ple funds for the econom ical adm inistration 
of the business of the couuty for the com ing 
year.

W a s h in g t o n , October 1st.—The Presi­ 
dent seat the following message to Con­ 
gress to-day : 
I have this day approved the House bill sup­ 
plementary to an Act entitled ‘-An Act to exe­ 
cute a certain treaty of stipulations relating to 
Chine.-e, approved the 6th day of May, 1882.” 
It seem, to iue that some suggeriionsand recom­ 
mendations may properly accompany my ap­ 
proval of this bill. Its object is to more effect­ 
ually accomplish by legislation the exclusion 
from tliis country of Chinese laborers. 
The experiment of bleeding the social habits 
and m utual race idiosyncrasies ot the Chinese 
laboring class with those of the great body of 
the ixiople of the United States nas been proved 
by an expeiieuee of tw tnty years and ever since 
the Burliugame treaty of 1868 to be, iu every 
sense, unwise, impolitic and injurious to both 
nations. With the lapse of time, the necessity 
for its abandonment has grown in force, until 
those liaviug iu eharge the Government of the 
respective countries iiave resolved to modify 
and sufficiently abrogate all those features of 
prior conventional arrangements which per­ 
mitted the coming of Chinese laborers lo the 
United States. 
in modification of prior conventions, the 
treaty of November 17, 1880, was concluded, 
whereby in the first article thereof it was agreed 
that the United States should at will regulate, 
lim it or suspend the comiug of Chinese labor­ 
ers to the United States, but not absolutely pro­ 
hibit it, and under this article an Act oi Con 
gress approved on May 6. 1882, amended July 
5, 1884, suspended ior ten years the coming ot 
Chinese laborers to the United States and rt-gu-

iated the going and coming of such Chinese 
laborers as wete at that lime iu the United 
States. 
It was, however, soon made evident that the 
mercenary greed of the parties who were trad- 
iug in the labor of this class of Chinese popula- 
t on was proving too strong tor a just execution 
ot the law. and that the virtual defeat of the 
object and intent ol both the law and the treaty 
was being fraudulently accomplished by false 
pretenses and perjury, contrary to the expressed 
wish of both Governments. To such extent has 
the successful violation of the treaty laws en­ 
acted for its execution ptogressed, that the 
Courts in the Pacific States have been for some 
time past overwhelmed bv the examination of 
eases of Chinese laborers who ate charged with 
having entered our port- under fraudulent cer­ 
tificates of return, or seek to establish by perjury 
the claim of prior residence. 
Such demonstration of the imperative aud in­ 
efficient condition of the treaty ana law has 
produced a deep-seated and increasing discon­ 
tent ame.ng the people ol the United States, and 
especially with those resident on the Pacific 
coast. This has induced me to omit no effort to 
fled an effectual remedy for the evils com­ 
plained of, aud to answer the earnest und popu­ 
lar deniaud lor the absolute exclusion of Chinese 
laborers, having objects and purposes unlike 
our own, aud wholly disconnected with Amer­ 
ican citizenship. 
Aided by the presence in this country of able 
and intelligent diplomatic and Consular officers 
of the Chinese Government, and the representa­ 
tions made from time to time by our Minister to 
China, under the instructions ol the Department 
of Slate, the actual conaitiou of the public sen­ 
timent and the status ol affairs in the United 
States has been fully known to the Government 
of China. 
The necessity for a remedy has been fully ap­ 
preciated by tliat Government, und in August, 
18SS, our Minister at Peking received from the 
Chinese Foreign Oflice a communication an­ 
nouncing that China, of her own accord, pro­ 
posed to establish a system of strict absolute 
prohibition of her laborers, under heavy penal­ 
ties, from coming to tnc United States; likewise 
to prohibit the return to the United States of 
Chinese laborers who had at any time been back 
to China 
“in order (in the words of the communica­ 
tion) that Chinese laborers may begradually re­ 
duced in number and the causes of danger 
averted and lives preserved.” 
I his view of the 
Chinese Government was completely in har­ 
mony with that ot the United States 
It was, 
by my direction, speedily formulated iuto a 
treaty, the draft between the two nations em­ 
bodying the 
propositions presented by the 
Chinese Foreign Office. 
The deliberations, tne frequent and oral dis­ 
cussions and correspondence on the general 
questions that ensued, have been fully com 
muuicated by me to the Senate at the ¡iresent 
ses ion, and as contained in the Senate Execu­ 
tive Documents, Parts 1 aud 2, and in the Sen* 
ate Executive Documents, No. 273, may be 
properly referred to as containing a complete 
hidor- of the transaction. 
It is thus easy to learn how the joint desires 
and unequivocal m utual understanding of the 
two Governments were brought into articulated 
form in the treaty which, after a m utual exhi­ 
bition of plenary powers from the respective 
Governments, was sigued aud concluded by the 
plenipotentiaries of the United Sates and < hina, 
at this Capitol, on March 12ili last, bt in ; sub­ 
m itted for the advice and consent of the Senate, 
and its confirmation on the 7th day of May las', 
accompanied hy two amendments wh'ch that 
body drafted upon it. On the 12th day of the 
same mo; til the Chinese Minister, .-.'ho was 
Plenipotentiary of his Government in the nego 
tiidion and conclusion ol the treaty, in a note 
to the Secretary of the Senate, gave his approval 
of these amendments, "as they did not alter the 
terms ot the treaty,” and the amendments were 
at once telegraphed to China, whither the orig 
iua! treaty had previously been seni imme- 
d alely alter its signature on March 12th. 
On the 13th day of last month I approved Sen­ 
ate Bill No. 3.304, to prohibit the coming of Chi­ 
nese laborers to the United States. T' is bill 
was intended to supplement the treaty 
d was 
approved in confident anticipation oí ¡ 
, .-:rly 
• •xchaugcot the ratification ot the tieu.y and 
its amendments, and the proclamation of the 
same, upon which event legislation, as ap 
proved, was by its terms to take effect. Ño in- 
fo¡mati<in of any definite action upon the treaty 
by the Chinese Government was received until 
the 2lst ultimo, the day the bill which I have 
jus! approved was preseuted to me, when a tele­ 
gram from our Minister at Pekin to the Secre­ 
tary of the State announced the refusal of the 
Chinese Government to exchange ratification of 
the treaty, unless further discussion be had, 
with a view to shorten the period stipulated in 
the ireaty for the exclusion of Chinese laborers, 
an : to cnauge the conditions agreed on. which 
should entitle auv Chinese laborer who might 
gob ok to China, to return again to the United 
states. 
'■y a note from the Charge d’ Affaires ad in­ 
i'- m oi China to the secretary ot State, received 
on ff e evening of the 25th ultimo, and which is 
herewith transmitted, together with the reply 
llieivio, a third amendment is proposed whereby 
a certificate under which any departing Chinese 
laborers alleging the possession of property in 
the United States would be enabled to return to 
this country should la* granted by the Chinese 
Consul, instead of the United States Collector, 
as has been provided in the treaty 
The obvious and necessary effect of this last 
proposition would be practically to place the 
execution of the treaty beyond the control of 
the United .States. Article 1 of the treatv to be 
so materially altered has, in the course of nego­ 
tiations, been settled. In acquiescnce with the 
request of the Chinese Plenipotentiary and to 
his expressed satisfaction in 1886, as appears in 
documents heretofore referred to, the Chinese 
Foreign Office had tormerly proposed to our 
Minister a strict exclusiou of Chinese laborers 
from the United States without limitation, aud 
hrd olherwi-e and more defmi'ely stated that 
no term whatever for ex lusion was necessary, 
ftr the reason that China would itself take s eps 
to prevent its laborers from comingto the United 
States. 
In the course of time the negotiations that 
followed suggestions from the same quarter led 
to the insertion iu la-half of the United States, 
ot tliitty years, and this term tqion presentation 
to the Chinese Plenipotentiary was reduced to 
twenty years, and finally so agreed upon. Arti­ 
cle 11 was wholly of Chinese origination, and 
to that alone owes its presence in ihe treatv. 
aud it is here right to remark that everywhere 
in the United States the laws for the collection 
of debts are equally avai a le to all crcditois. 
without respect to race, sex or previous piuce of 
residence, and equally with citizens or subjects 
of the most favored nations aud with citizens 
ol the United States recovery can be had in any 
Court of justice ill the United States by a sub­ 
ject of China, whether of the labor ng" or any 
other class 
No disability accrues from the 
tion-residence of the plaintiff, whose claim can 
be enforced in the usual way by him or his 
assignee, or attorney, iu our Con its of justice. 
In this respect it cannot be alleged that there 
exists the slightest discrimination against the 
Chinese subjects, ami it is a notable fact that 
the large tr.ding firms and companies and in­ 
dividuals. m etrhants aud iraders of that nation 
are profitably established at numerous points 
throughout the United States, iu w hose Lands 
every claim transmitted by absent Chinamen 
oi a just and lawful nature could be completely 
entorced. 
It is admitted that the right and duty of 
every Goverumeut toexelude from its borders all 
scum of foreign population, which ior any rea­ 
son retards prosperity, or are detrimental to the 
moral and physical health of its people must lie 
regarded 
as a 
recognized 
canon 
of In­ 
ternational 
law, 
and 
the 
intercourse 
of 
China 
herselt 
has 
not 
dissented 
from 
this doctrine, but lias 
by the 
expressions 
to which I have referred led us confidently to 
rely uiion such action on her part iu the co­ 
operation with us as would enforce the exclu­ 
sion of Chinese laborers from out country. 
This eo-operntioii has not, however, been ac­ 
corded us aud thus, from the unexpected ar.d 
disappointing refusal of (the Chinese Govern­ 
ment to confirm the acts of its authorizing 
agent and to carry into effect the international 
agreement, the main feature, which was volun­ 
tarily presented by that Government for oar ac­ 
ceptance, and which have been subject to long 
and careful deliberation, an emergency has 
arisen in which the Government of tne I nited 
States is called upon to act in self-defense by the 
exercise of its legislative powers. 
I cannot but regard the expressed demand on 
the part of China for a re examination aud re­ 
newed discussion of the topics so completely 
covered by metual treaty stipulations, as the in­ 
definite postponement aud practical abando"- 
meut of the subject we have in view, to which 
the Government of China may ju-tly be con­ 
sidered pledged. 
The facts and circumstances which I have 
narrated lend me in the performance of w hat 
seems to me my < ffic-ial duty to Congress in de­ 
laying legislatively with the question of the ex­ 
clusion of the Chinese laborers, in lieu of 
funher attempts to adjust it by international 
agreement. But. while thus exercising our un­ 
doubted right iu the interests of our people and 
the general welfare of our country, justice and 
latruess seems to require that some provision be 
made by Act or joint resolution uuder which 
such Chmese laborers as shall actually have 
embarked on their return to the United states 
before the passage of the law this day approved, 
andaré now on iheir way. mav be permute l ;o 
land, provided they have lawfully obtained 
aud shall present certificates heretofore issued 
permitting 
them to return ia accordance 


with the provisions of the existing law. Nor 
should our recourse to legislative measures of 
exclusion cause us to retire from the offer we 
have made to indemnity such Chinese subjects 
as have suffered damage through violence in 
remote and comparatively unsettled portions of 
our country at the hands of lawless men. 
Therefore, 1 recommend—without acknowledg­ 
ing any legal liability therefore, but because it 
was stipulated in the treaty which has failed to 
take effect, and in a spirit oi hum anity befitting 
our nation—that there be appropriated the sum 
of Í276.619 75, payable to the cLinese Minister 
at this Capital, in behalf of hss Government as 
full indemnity lor all losses and injuries sus­ 
tained by Chinese subjects in the m anner and 
under the circumstances mentioned.

T H E EXCLUSION B IL L . 


F u ll T ext o f th e C hinese E xclusion B ill 
as Signed Y esterday. 
W ashington, October 1st.—Follow ing is 
the full tex t o f th e bill excluding C hinese 
laborers recently passed by Congress, sn d 
w hich is now th e law of th e lan d : 
Supplemental to an Aet entitled an Act to ex­ 
ecute cettain treaty stipulations relating to the 
Chinese. 
Section 1. Be it enacted, etc.. That from and 
alter the passage of this Act it shall be unlaw­ 
ful for any Chinese laborers who shall at any 
time heretofore have been, or who may now or 
hereafter be resident in the United States, 
and who shall have departed or shall depart 
therefrom, and shall uot have returned before 
the passage of this Act, to return to or remain in 
the United States. 
Section 2. That the certificate of identity 
provided for in Sections 4 and 5 of the Act, to 
which this isa supplement, shall not hereafter 
be issued, and every certificate heretofore is­ 
sued iu pursuance thereof is hereby declared 
void and of no effect, and the Chinese laborer 
claiming admission by virtue thereof shall not 
be permitted to enter the United States. 
Section 3. That all duties prescribed, liabili­ 
ties, penalties and forfeitures imposed and pow­ 
ers conferred on Sections 2,10, 11 aud 12 o f the 
Act to which this is supplementary, are hereby 
extended and made applicable to the provisions 
oi this Act. 
Section 4. All such part or parts of the Act to 
which this is supplementary as arc inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.
